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Niow Illinois ('akkx Kkoouds.' —Collections of the followinji; 
species of Carex have been deposited, as indicated, in Illinois State 
Museum (sm). University of Illinois (lu), University of Wisconsin 
(wr), and Rockford College (uc), herbaria. 

Carex stenophiilla Wahl. \'ar. enerins {C. H. May) Kiikeuth. 
(C. eleorharis Bailey) ranges normally west and northwest from 
Iowa. It has not been reported east of the Mississippi River. 
In the spring of 1957 it was found on a diy gravel bluff prairie in 
Greater Rockford Airport south of Rockford, Winnebago County, 
in an aiea that was a pait of C’amp Grant during World Wars I 
and II. Here it grows in ncaily pure stands in sev’eral patches 10 
to 20 f(‘(‘t in diameter, blooming at the same time as C. pensyl- 
vanica Lam. var. dujyna Boeckl. with which it is associated. It 
ceases growth by the first of July at which time the slender rhi¬ 
zomes and stolons have reached a length of 2)4 fo 3 inches. Thus 
it seems likely that .seeding took place during World War I. Col¬ 
lection numbers are: 57-9 (sm, iu, wu, hc); 57-68 (sm, iu, uc); 
57-157 (sm, ir, wr, itr); 57-248 (s.m, iu). 

Carex praegracilis W. Hoott, another western species, is credited 
iu the manuals to northern Michigan. There are no other records 
of its occurrence east of the Mississippi River. In 1951, it was 
found at Greater Rockford Airport and since then in a number of 
places on the gravel bluff prairie in the area, on a roadside near 
Perryville six miles from the Airport and in DeKalb County near 
Kirkland on a railroad right-of-way, 15 miles distant. Neither of 
these places are on a direct line of travel from the Airport. All 
are in prairie situations. The strong rhizomes grow rapidly but 
definite patches are not formed so the probable length of time that 
it has been established cannot be determined. The World War I 
idea of introduction would not apply to the DeKalb (county sta¬ 
tion.

(■ounty. The airport authorities ha\c agre(*d that this gravel hill

CountV was tlu* Devil’s Dishfull in W(*.st Peabodv where it was 
apparently introduced at some time Ix't.wi'en 1S8() and 11)13. It 
soon bi'came so abundant that- the j)ond becami* known as Lotus 
Pond and some well-intentioned l)ut misinforuK'd person erected 
a sifijn stating; that the pond was the only place in tin* T'nited States 
where tlu* Sacred JiOtus occurred. Ncinmho was still common there 
in the fall of 11)53, when I eoll(*cted a sj)(*<‘imen. In August, 11)57, 
I put my boat in the pond and covert'd the area thoroughly collect¬ 
ing a<iuatic plants. While Xnphar cnriciininm and 
odorala w(*rt* as common as in tlie past there was no tra(*e of 
Xdumbo. I can think of no valid cause to explain its disap¬ 
pearance.— Sti art K. Harris, dei'T. of hiolocv, hoston uni¬ 
versity.
